Let's get it 
over with and 
crown Bill 


Enough tail wagging! Down, boy — down!

hree years of foibles, fumbles 
Te feet in mouth haven't 
prompted any credible chal- 


lengers to Mayor Bill Smith, 
Edmonton’s biggest booster and 
embarrassment. This means we'll 
probably have to endure another 
term with a big, bouncy Labrador 
retriever leading city council into 
the next millennium, with lots of 
playful enthusiasm mixed with the 
occasional overzealous dry-hump 
(the summer Olympics bid), chas- 
ing his tail (waffling on VLTs and a 
tax hike) and the odd messy “acci- 
dent” in council chambers (when- 
ever the premier tells him to “quit 
whining”). 

Billy’s tail has wagged extra 
hard since the Sept. 21 nomination 
deadline passed without any pit 
bulls deciding to challenge his 
dominance as council's self- 
appointed alpha male. 

It’s an easy mystery to solve, 
with a generally satisfied elec- 
torate. In a growing economy and 
with an efficient city manager to 
handle the details, an idiot could 
preside in chambers. 

That’s why Coun. Brian Mason, 
possessing the feral instincts of a 
political careerist, took a pass on 
being roadkill, despite the pledges 
of fealty from at least two power- 
ful unions and several east-end 
merchants. 

Of the assorted “opponents” fac- 
ing Smith, former Stickman Mike 
Nickel presents the biggest dan- 
ger. However, at least one organiz- 
er for Nickel’s run at office has 
admitted this campaign will serve 
as a stalking horse for their man 
to come out from behind the bill- 
boards and earn some name 

recognition for a more serious run 
in 2001. Other serious politicos, 
such as Mel Binder and Coun. 
Robert Noce, may also use 
Nickel's campaign as a barometer 


the polls. 

Some stenographers have 
expressed a secret glee at the idea 
of three more years of Billy, as a 
type of insurance policy on dull 
news days. If nothing is going on, 
they merely get Smith to comment 
on an issue, ensuring quality 
quotes for the evening newscasts. 

Billy’s backers, quite naturally, 
are incensed by this opportunistic 
journalism. And there are scan- 
dalous whispers that, shortly after 
the Olympics non-debacle, said 
supporters took a meeting with 
Edmonton’s newspaper of record 
and told the assembled editors to 
go easy on their boy or else. That 
brought on pledges of “balance” in 
coverage and all kinds of chatter- 
ing from disgruntled ink-stained 
wretches about “muzzling.” 

There are also signs of some 
media coaching for Billy. For 
example, he no longer refers to 
himself in the third person, such 
as “Bill Smith believes commu- 
nists may have bugged his office, 
which is why Bill Smith had it 
swept” or “Bill Smith believes the 
city should be out of the zoo busi- 
ness.” 

Deprived of these bon mots, 
reporters have had to dig a little 
deeper, the way they did when 
Billy stamped his feet and beat his 
chest about Calgary getting more 
infrastructure money than Edmon- 
ton. After meeting with Premier 
Ralph Klein, Billy pronounced 
himself satisfied because the 
province had coughed up the 
extra dough, due in no small part, 
to his diligent lobbying. 

At a press conference, though, 
Kiein said Smith “didn’t under- 
stand” the issue because the 
province had already set up a $10- 
million program for the metro 
Edmonton region months ago.

riticizing the human rights poli- 
Ce: of sovereign states is a 

tricky political task. The 
tightrope becomes thinner when a 
head of government is hosted by 
states less than appreciative of 
their own citizen’s well-being.

Monitoring social health 


ESPC report is first of its kind for Edmonton

idmonton is a pretty good place 
Fé live, but a recent study sug- 
gests this city’s poor are getting 
poorer and the overall quality of 
life is on the decline. 

The Edmonton Social Planning 
Council has released a study rank- 
ing social health by comparing 
“social indicators” through the 
past five years. In the same way 
economists use indicators such as 
inflation rates, unemployment lev- 
els and new housing starts to mea- 
sure the economy’s performance, 
the ESPC examined social indica- 
tors to gauge the city’s health. 

“What we want to do is make a 
compendium of the best informa- 
tion we have, of the best indicators 
of social health, and put them 
together and try to get an overall 
picture of social health in the city,” 
said Brian Bechtel, executive 
director of the council. 

The council looked at 15 specif- 
ic areas, ranging from reports of 
domestic violence to food bank 
use. The study marks the first time 
such data has been compared in 
one report. The council’s research- 
ers dug up statistics dating back to 
1993 and used that year as a base- 
line, assigning it 100 points. That 
data, when, compared with infor- 
mation from 1997, showed an 
overall drop of 4.3 per cent in the 
city’s social health. 

From 1993-97, some notable im- 
provements were seen. Families 
living below the low-income cutoff 
decreased 33.8 per cent; property 
crime rates dropped 28.8 per cent; 
violent crime dropped 26.6 per 
cent; the teen birth rate dropped 
12.5 per cent; and the incidence of 
sexually transmitted diseases 
dropped 2.4 per cent. 

Some troubling trends were also 





detected: personal bankruptcies 
jumped by a startling 56.9 per cent; 
food bank use increased by 44.3 
per cent, crisis support calls rose 
by 37.9 per cent and the percent- 
age of children in government care 
grew by 27.8 per cent. 

Bechtel says he was pleasantly 
surprised by some findings, but 
adds some of his suspicions were 
also confirmed. The jump in food 
bank users, he says, is a direct 
result of cuts to welfare programs. 

The people who are using the 
food bank, he explained, “no 
longer qualify for welfare.” 

They are, instead, working poor. 

“They maybe work as casual la- 
bor. But these people are not keep- 
ing up and a lot of it, I think, you 
can attribute to the cuts in social 
programs in this province.” 

Bechtel and Social Services 
Minister Lyle Oberg have publicly 
argued about what some numbers 
indicate. Oberg says increased 
awareness and reporting of child 
abuse is behind changes in the 
child welfare caselod; Bechtel says 
it’s due to increased poverty 
caused by welfare spending cuts. 

Bechtel says it’s no coincidence 
results were released in the middle 
of a municipal election. “We defi- 
nitely wanted to raise the profile of 
social issues in the election.” 

While admitting many of the 
issues are provincial and federal 
responsibilities, Bechtel says offi- 
cials elected at the civic level can 
be agents for change. 

“We are not saying this should 
be laid at the feet of city council. 
Most of these trends are policy 
issues that are the responsibility of 
the provincial government. But, at 
a time when you are making deci- 
sions about the city, you should 
put this on the table.”

As dry as 
Aes: may sound, the latest 
release from the McGarrigle 
sisters is not simply another great- 
est hits/best-of compilation. It’s an 
intimate reflection of the history 
that has surrounded this Canadian 
duo's 30-year musical odyssey. 

The McGarrigle Hour is a col- 
lection of Kate and Anna’s special 
songs — a few of their own and 
some by other songwriters — per- 
formed by themselves, with family 
and friends they've crossed paths 
with through the years. Listening 
is like sitting in a warm living 
room as family members sing to 
each other. Kate’s ex Loudon 
Wainwright sings one tune, Anna 
contributes Jesse Winchester’s 
Skip Rope Song, then Linda 
Ronstadt adds Stephen Foster's 
Gentle Annie. Anna’s daughter Lily 
performs Alice Blue Gown and 
next Emmylou Harris joins in on 
Porte En Arriere. Later on, Kate’s 
son Rufus Wainwright, third sister 
Jane and others join and add to the 
eclectic performance. 

One would think there’d be 
some great significance to record- 

ing this album at this time, But not 
really.

As a teenage guitar prodi- 
gy, he met Wolf during one of his 
frequent Toronto visits during 
the early ’70s and wound up tak- 
ing his advice — checking out 
some old blues records and 
heading to the southern United 
States to find out what the blues 
were all about. 

“(Wolf) said, ‘if you wanna 
really learn about this stuff, go 
and listen to the people who I 
learned from.’ And he mentioned 
Charlie Patton and Robert 
Johnson and people like that. So 
I just delved into that whole '20’s 
and ’30's blues.” 

_ Since then, Linden has gone 


on to some wonderful things in 


Wolf tribute album — that 
brought Linden’s mind back to 
his early 1970's experiences. It 
just so happened that the project 
came together just before he 
headed into the studio to record 


‘his Jatest solo CD. 


Wolfs stature as an artist has 
grown in the years since his 
death “because so much music 
has come down the pike since 
and he still towers above most 
of it,” Linden said. 

“And, as a human being, the 
strength of his character was 
also something that impressed 
me as a kid in a huge way. And 


Linden admits the music on 
the disc was more shaped by his 
recent collaboration with folkie 
Stephen Fearing and rocker Tom 
Wilson of Junkhouse. Under the 
name Blackie and the Rodeo 
Kings, the threesome recorded 
and toured a collection of Willie 
P. Bennett tunes (including 
Linden’s second-to-last Edmon- 
ton appearance, at the 1997 folk 
festival. His last appearance, a 
year later at the same place, was 
as part of James's band.)

whose voice and 
vision are thoroughly 
modern, yet whose roots 
and talents are timelessly 
grounded in their musical 
ancestry. Maria Dunn is one of 
those artists. 

Scotland born and Canadian bred, 


Dunn’s home was filled with all kinds of 
music when she was growing up. “I recall 


parties where everyone played; it would go 
around and people would take turns singing 
and singing along,” she fondly recalls. 

Dunn inherited much of her love of mythical sto- 
rytelling from her mother, who would improvise 
makeshift tunes. “She would make up songs and sing to 
us in the morning, to make us happy when we're waking 
up. 

Her family also gave her her first guitar, and piano lessons. 

Upon breaking free of the discipline of classical schooling, she 
realized she could still use this as a frame of reference and claims it 
to be a good songwriting tool. 

The early ’90s saw the beginning of Dunn showcasing her songwriting 
skills. 

“Tl never forget my first gig,” she says wistfully. “It was at the Ritz Diner. 
I remember thinking at the time, ‘if I never do anything else like this, this 
was a dream come true!” 

From then to now, Dunn has gigged with Greasy Lake, The Invisible 
Jug Band, Miosga Na Stumps and The McDades. Last year’s success at 
the Strathcona Singer/Songwriter Contest catapulted her into the wonder- 
ful world of festivals (she was given a performance slot at the Edmonton 
Folk Music Festival) and pointed her in the direction of a solo career. 

Dunn is now releasing her début album, From Where I Stand. Recorded 
at Beta Sound with the excellent team of Colin Lay and Shannon 
Johnson at the helm and featuring a cast of local luminaries, the record is a 
fine showcase of Dunn’s warm and earthy sound. A tasteful and pretty sto- 
rybook of songs, it allows you to fully experience her enchanting, down- 
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home manner, There is a simplicity 
to the lyrics and the music, but this 
is what gives her sound its innate 
charm. 

Perhaps the modern aspect is 
culled from her radio experience. 
“Ramblin’ Maria” on the campus/- 
community CJSR station, she has 
spent years as a DJ and a listener. 

“I love radio, it keeps my ears 
open to stuff I may not have heard 
otherwise,” she explains. 

Music makes up a huge part of 
Dunn’s life and she expresses that 
eloquently: “music is the most 
amazing thing — it’s really a gift. 
Because what does it give us but 
pleasure and a means of connecting 
people?” 

Dunn celebrates the release of 
From Where I Stand Thursday, Oct. 
8 at The Yardbird Suite (10203 - 86 
Ave.). Doors open at 7:30 p.m., the 
concert begins at 8 p.m.

ith its big sound and theatric 
Wozes presence, it’s easy to 
envision how forming in and 
around the entertainment overload 
of Hollywood affected Big Bad 
Voodoo Daddy.

with the Toronto Star) to write a book entitled A 
Hand in the Water: The Many Lives of Albert Walker. 

“People can read this almost as if it were a novel,” 
says Schiller. “It has all of the elements found in mur- 
der mystery: money, murder, sex, innuendoes of 
incest, multiple identities and Swiss bank accounts. 
That's a pretty good recipe for reader interest. 

“Most people's lives aren't that exciting; we reach 
out to books to enliven our existences. This book has 
a great deal of action and a diabolical character at the 
centre of it and an element of tragedy.” 

Schiller adds that the book is also a natural hybrid, 
being a true-crime book laced with biographical ele- 


ments (based on extensive and exclusive cell-block 
interviews with Walker and dozens of other partici- 
pants in the case), and all the trimmings of a good 
British mystery cept that the real detectives did 
put the fictional ones to shame.” 

Schiller said the most fascinating 
case is Walker himself, a regular Canadian who seems 
more like a character out of a book 

Schiller actually got to interview Walker at length, 
coup that took seven months to arrange 
reporter's persistence was rewarded with so 
the British investigators and journalists the world 
over had not been able to attain 
from the ultimate shadowy man 

“There was great excitement crossing the threshold 
of that prison. I needed access to him tc 
book convincing. I needed to know 1t his 
shake was like, how his physical gestures went, what 
his vocabulary was like, what his smile was like. I 
wanted his eyes to lock into mine.” 

Walker went to work straight away. In the first 10 
minutes of the interview he peppered Schiller with 
questions of his own, asking “where I was born 
where I came from, what my parents did, did I have 
children, what my wife did, where did I live, how long 
I had worked at The Stay — all these personal ques- 
tions. Then the light went on. He was a brilliant 
inquisitor with a special gift to make you believe that 
you were a special person to him.” 

Schiller made sure to take precautions though, 
going so far as to not use his signature when corre- 

nding with Walker 
hiller believes the story with all its twists and 
turns will become legendary in time and is one of 
those stories "of which I'll never come ac 

When asked if there was a moral to thi 
and fascinating case, Schiller hopes people will 
emerge from his book paying a bit more attention to 
the people and the world around them, and think 
twice about where their money is going and who they 
are placing their trust in.

I think a 
Grade 8 social studies class could 
have built a more engaging site. 
Still, | would never have known 
about Smith’s plans to annex the 
Canadian Forces Base at Namao 
without visiting his site. 

The litany of lameness continues 
with mayoralty candidate Kelly 
Morris. Morris’s cheesy Sears por- 
trait appears on every page of the 
site. But to be fair, it is an informa- 
tive site. 

Sites by Mike Nickel and Tooker 
Gomberg are nicely done. Both pro- 
vide news clippings, platform 
planks and biographical material 
and are graphically appealing. 
Gomberg, however, wins the Miss 
Congeniality title for including links 
to the sites of other candidates, 
including one for busker “Breezy” 
Brian Gregg. Gregg’s site is cool, 
offering up good bio material and 

information on the busker’s pre- 
ferred venues and performance 
sked. 

In the race for council seats, no 
one has a better site than Ward 4 
incumbent Michael Phair. Phair is 
the only online candidate to include 
information about his own ward — 
including a map. This is a well 
thought out site that’s easy on the 
eye and easy to use. 

In terms of simplicity, Ward 4 
candidate Don (“elect a socialist to 
city hall”) Meggison’s site is a gem, 
too. Just scroll down. There are 
hardly any links, so the links won't 
break. 

Ditto for Ward 2 candidate Mimi 
Williams. Her site is also graphical- 
ly pleasing, and simply laid out. I 
don’t know if Williams writes her 
own copy or not, but this site has 
an economy of words that makes it 
delightfully straightforward.

Performances are strong, 
although I found Quinn somewhat 
irritating in her open-mouthed, 
inarticulate wonder or her mono- 
syllabic responses to the world of 
learning. Dream sequences of the 
Miller’s flour settling on Quinn’s 
skin, however, are truly magical 
and illustrate Schultze’s deft, con- 
crete portrayal of an inexplicable 
concept like the acquisition of 
knowledge.

Wee in 1994, Edmonton- 

based directors Phil Hawes 
and Malcolm Parker probably 
thought their tale of ultimate 
media control might come to pass 
some time in the future — like, 
say, around the end of 1998. Well, 
much of what transpires in 
Chronotope did come to pass; 
either that or whatever came to 
pass while the film crawied to 
completion over nearly four years 
became part of the final product.

word “friend” takes on a whole 
new perspective. 

Unlike Silence of the Lambs, where the audience understood the crim- 
inal mind via an FBI mind, this is a view of a sociopath. Clay Pigeons 
expands on the serial killer concept because it explores the notion of 
being close to a killer without being a victim. There is the expectation 
the arrival of a sociopath in a community comes complete with a sound- 
track and warning signals. It does not. Normal looks mighty damned 
close to insane when you're sitting across from it in a bar. 


Naturally, any victim can testify to this but here audiences get to expe-__ 


rience it through Clay’s eyes. This is where the casting of Joaquin 
Phoenix becomes relevant. He’s a chameleon-like actor who can become 
the part and convincingly allow the audience to experience all the 
aspects of his confusion, eventual realization and decision-making. 

“With this role, I wanted a lot of what was going on to be internal, but 
it was difficult. At times, I wanted to stand up and scream about certain 
things that were happening to the character.
